3, The conference reached the conclusion that a war between the Weat and the 
Soviet Union is inevitable, but that it is unlikely to begin within the 
next two years. 


4. State Secretary Anton Ackermann was seldom present at the sessions of the 
conference. However, all the foreign mission chiefs received separate 
instructions from the Central Committee of the SED after the conference 
was over; Dertinger did not participate in these briefings.
